TRAINMEN REFUSc TO 
STRIKE. 


Havana, Aug. 25.—A Spanish coast 


vessel was decoyed to land just above 
Manzanlllo recently, and when she was 
within ranga a Cuban battery opened on 
her. Tho vessel attempted to move out, 
but struck on a sand bar. The Cuban 
battery was very poorly manned. Sev- 
eral boats were launched and an attempt 
was made by tbe insurgents to board the 
vessel, but they were repulsed, two of the 
boats being sunk and their crews drowned. 
After hard work the vessel floated off and 
got out of reach, bnt she was in an almost 
sinking condition, as tbe last shots from 
tbe battery had pierced ber bull. She was 
taken back to Manzanillo for repairs. 


A schooner laden with supplies was cap- 


tured by tbe insurgents 15 miles eas.t«f 
Trinidad last week. The pilot on the 
schooner was a Cuban, and-be purposely 
allowed the vessel to ground near shore. 
The Cubans brought down a field piece 
and bombarded tbe ship until tbe Spanish 
captain surrendered. 
The vessel was 


without arms and could make no defense. 
The Cubans secured a considerable supply 
of ammunition and a quantity of clothing 
and a large amount of medical stores, 
which had been destined for a-Spanlsh 
camp down the coast. The boat was 
burned. A largo force was sent from 
Trinidad in pursuit ot the Cubans, but 
they got their plunder Into the interior in 
safety. 


Word from the east shows that Garcia 


is still pushing ahead and doing a' great 
deal tn pen up the Spaniards In several of' 
tbe large towns there. No further details 
have been received regarding bis last fight, 
but the indications are, judging from pri- 
vate news from the palace, that a great 
deal of damage has been inflicted by the 
Cuban forces. It is well known that 
Garcia has things pretty much his 'own 
way. 


Jiguana Is little more than a heap of 


ruins, as the Cubans have burned a large 
portion o£ the place. Thp Spanish garri- 
son is still there, but they are 30 tightly 
besieged that they do not venture out ex 
cept in force, and only then for forage. 
Between there and Layamo, Manzanlllo, 
and the River Canto, tho insurgents roam 
at will, cutting off the government trains 
and inflicting a great deal of damage to 
the Spanish interests. 


Gnneral Molina's friends In Havana are 


creating a feeling against Weyler, stating 
that the captain general in a cowardly 
manner left Molina at a time when he 
needed aid, and that he, the captain gen- 
eral, who should have remained to ani 
innte the troops, fled In the most cowardly 
way to Havana. Nearly all of. tbe Havana 
papers show ill disguised hatred of Wey- 
ler, although they dare not come out 
openly, or give any cause to be suppressed. 


The case of Senorlta Cisneros Is at- 


tracting a great deal of attetnlon here, tbe 
Spanish papers denouncing tbe efforts 
that are being Made In tbe United States 
in her behalf. They say It is all sentl- 
rDentallsm, "gotten up by a few senti- 
mental, sick, women and some of the 
jingo statesmen," and they claim that 
Lee is aiding the sentiment by pretending 
to be Interested in her behalf to an 'extra- 
ordinary degree." 


Sympathetic Movement to Aid the Miners 


Is Mot Probable. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 26.—For tbe 


last three days a number of striking 
miners have been in consultation with tbe 
various employes of tbe railroads centering 
here and. arguments have been advanced 
in support of a general strike of all the 
labor organizations in aid of the miners. 


The men who have sought conferences 


with the engineers, firemen and switch- 
men are supposed to hove been delegated 
for that purpose, bnt they hare so far re- 
ceived cold comfort from the railroad em- 
ployes, wbo are outspoken in their opposi- 
tion to a sympathetic strike. They say 
that they have no grievances of their own, 
and, while they are prohibited from strik- 
ing by contracts with their employers, 
which have yet more than one year to run. 


They also say that the railroads have 


been passing through a tuying season, 
and it would be ungratefurto strike now 
when prosperity ia rapidly returning to 
the country and their employers have the 
opportunity ot making"a profit from tbe 
heavy freight and passenger traffic. It is 
a»ld that not one of the trainmen of any 
road centering here favors a strike. 


A. W. FABER FINED $30,000. 


United States Exacts a Heavy Penalty of 


the German Lead Pencil Maker. 


New York, Aug. 35.—One of tbe heav- 


iest penalties ever exacted from a commer- 
cial house by Tjnole Sam for violation of 
the tariff laws has been Imposed upon the 
firm of A. W. Faber, the lead pencil 
manufacturer, whose works are in Ger- 
many and whose local offices are at 78 
Reade street. 


For 30 years the firm has been import- 


ing goods at tbe same valuation. Re- 
cently the treasury agents began an in- 
vestigation which resulted in the decision 
that for 20 years A. W. Faber's pencils 
had been coming into this country at 
prices much lower than the real value.

want to cet commercial rating," said a 
buMne-s^inan the other dny. "Get 
goods on credit, even when able to pay 
spot cash for them, and pay the bill 
with, promptness when it becomes due 
If jou do this long enough you will 
probably get the reputation of possess- 
ing- all the mone3' J ou ha\ c got tru-sted 
for, and. at any rate, will be known in 
business circles where you wouldn't be 
named if you always paid cash. A man 
who pays cash-for everything i.s snp 
posed TO be doing business on small ca,p- 
Ital, while a man who gets things on 
credit, or, what is better still, pajs foi 
them in notes, is generally believed to 
be operating on such a large scale that 
he has no ready money to spare foi 
small deals 


"As for getting credit, it is the first 


step that costs, of course, but a man 
can beg-in by referring people to his 
landlord and the tradesmen with whom 
he deals, if he can do no better. If he 
has no accounts anywhere he must set 
about haling them; get trust for small 
amounts, and you will in time get 
trusted for larger ones. 
The first 


requisite to wealth is not money, but 
credit. Get credit and you -will do busi- 
ness amounting to an indefinite num- 
ber of times your capital 


"Without dilating further on the ad- 


vantages of credit, let me give you an 
Illustration of the disadvantages of do- 
ing business on a cash basis. A coun- 
try merchant I knew who had always 
paid cash for everything he bought 
{and did a correspondingly small busi- 
ness) determined finally to enlarge his 
trade, and to do this required the credit 
he had ne'. er before asked for. TVhen 
he came to town rnd asked the men 
to whom he had ahvaj s paid cash to let 
him lia^e goods on time they one and 
all became suspicious of him ni d re 
fused. The very fact th.it he had al- 
ways paid cash made them think, wht"i 
Le'finally asked for credit, that he 
wasn't a safe man to trust. 
Moral- 


Never pay cash for anythirg if you 
would avoid snspicior."—N. Y. Sun.

Death of His Father Revives Interest 


In the Boy's Abduction. 


'Charlie" Ross, the son. of a man 


whose death was announced in late dis- 
patches, was abducted July 1,1874. He 
and his elder brother Walter were play- 
ing in front of their home in East Wash- 
ington Lane, Germaatown, when two 
men who passed by in a, bug-gy offered 
to take them, for a ride if they would 
walk to the top of the hill. The boyd 
walked to the top of the hill and were 
taJceu into the wagon. 


Walter wanted the men to take them 


to Main street and bxty some fireworks, 
but they said they would take them to 
"Aunt Susie's," a fictitious person. 
They plied the boys with candy while 
the team was driven toward Kensing- 
ton. At Talmer and Richmond streets 
Walter was given a quarter and di- 
rected to get fireworks in a cigar store 
When he returned the men and his 
cuily-haired brother were gone. H. G 
Peacock, a friend of the family, tooli 
Writer to his parents. 


It was, some days before anything oJ 


the nature of a clew caineto the search- 
ers. 
This was in the shape of a lettei 


from the supposed abductors. It was 
grossly illiterate and informed 
Mr 


Ross that the writers held the boy sc 
securely that no earthly power could 
reach him, and that he w ould not be 
delivered without the payment of a 
big ransom. 
The father was warned 


that any atempt to rer-over the boy 
bj detectives would result in the boy's 
instant death. 
The- w liters promised 


to communicate with ilr. Ross within 
a few dnvs. 


Thev wrote two days later demand- 


ing $20,000 ransom lor the return ol 
the boy. 
This sum was promptly 


raised by fri^i ds. oi Mr. Ross, but the 
police stepped in ,uicl asked to be given 
the conduct of the c,<se. 
This was 


granted, and Mayor Stokelj 
offered 


a re-ward of $20,600 for the arrest of 
the Kidnapers and the return of the 
boy. 
Tins immense reward attracted 


world-wide attention. 


Mr. Ross received 1G letters from the 


abductor^ during the four following 
month*,, hiit they v, ere ^o carefully dis- 
guiFcd that no dew could be found to 
the writers. 


Superintendent Walling, of the New 


Yorkpolice.foundtheclcw that endedin 
fixing the crime of abduction on Wil- 
liam Mosl-er and Joseph Douglass, bur- 
glars. \\illiini Wester\elt, a brother- 
in-law of Mosher, acted as go-between 
in the attempted negotiation;, with. Mr 
Ross. The police ot the country were 
looking for the iv. o men when the res- 
idence of Judge Van Brunt, in Bay 
Ridge, was entered by buiglars on De- 
cember 14, 3874. 
The bin-glare were 


attacked by a brother of Judge Van 
Brunt and several servants.

them was shot dead and the other was 
mortally wounded. They were Mosh- 
er and Douglass.

BOAD TO THE KLONDIKE 


the Gold Hunters Will Make 


Their Way to the Goloonda- 


Snlllnir Over Sees of Snow—A Land 


Where Horricii Are Unlcnown 


and Doca Arc Worth am 


Muck n« IllBOO.

The late E. J. Glave, who. first used 


pack horses in Alaska so recently as 
1891, would be considerably astonished 
if he could see the development his 
bright idea has led1 up to in seven years. 
Every vessel which has gone to Juncau 
with supplies for the great Klondyke 
mining' region has rarrieJd pack horses 
for use in the famous Chilkat pass. 
Probably there are now not less than 
200 or 300 pack animals on. th'e pnss, 
where in 1890 the appearance of these 
unknown equine "big dlogs" filled the 
native breast with apprehension. Ofh- 
er feelings than •apprehension now fill 
the breast of the noble redman at sight 
of the horses. In the oM days sup- 
plies went on Indians' 'backs in sum- 
mer. About 85 or 90 pounds made a 
load, and th« carrier himself ate three 
or four pounds of food per dny. Ob- 
viously, under such conditions, time 
was up in about 30 days at' the most. 
Or, if the Chilkat were passed! and the 
Ir.diia-ns were sent, back, the stock of 
food was considerably diminished and 
the cost of the remainder almost pro- 
hibitive, for the Indians demanded two 
dollars a day and upward for their serv- 
ices. 


During1 the present season horses 


have been used to pack dry groceries 
over the pass, while sheep and oxen 
have been drivc'n on-cr, to be slaugh- 
tered on the other side after the point 
at embarkation down the Yukon was 
reached. The difference "between an 
Indian, who eats the food he carries, 
and the sheep, which lives on the grass 
of the short Arctic summer while 
siirc-footedly sealing1 the rocks and aft- 
erward becomes meat itself, is consider- 
able—in favor of the sheep. Dry gro- 


fectly smooth road for "the sledg-es, and 
many miles a day may be made with 
the utmost ease. 


On a running: stream new ice la 


treacherous, and an involuntary bath 
in the October or November waters of 
the upper Yukon is not a thing1 to be 
greatly desired. But men who are used 
to it travel all winter long-in the neigh- 
borhood of the Arctic circle. Circle City 
and1 Qther poin'ts above enjoy a mail 
once a month. The runners, who take 
out and' bring- in letters are men Inured 
to exposure end thoroughly acquainted 
with the road. 


"Sledging1 in" is a,pleasanter process 


in the spring1 than at any other time. 
Then, with the thermometer never very 
many degrees1 below zero, the heavy 
snow has filled up the rough pieces on 
th'e rocky pass and has become suffi- 
ciently hard to bear the sledges well. 
Fresh falls of snow are rather less like 
ly than in. the autumn, the days are 
longer and the wind generally blows 
from the south. At such a 4ime the 
voyageur can often extemporize, n sail 
out of a, "threc-poiut blanket" slung-to 
a crotched stake, pile his quarreling, 
biting dogs on top of the load and gx> 
iceboating away to the north, 20 or 
30 rallies at a time, at a spanking, sat- 
isfactory rate. There's many a bad tip- 
over in, this kind1 of progress, but it's 
easy and it's quick, and these arc'rea- 
sons that appeal powerfully to a man in 
a hurry Tor gold!.

cerles, tut not live animals, owing- to 
the prohibitive freights, can also be 
token into interior Alaska by way o) 
the Yukon river, bxit this rout-e is slow 
and -uncertnin. Aft'er the miidUle of 
July, \vhen the rush for the Klondyke 
began, it was useless to go to the Yu- 
kon's mouth, and then, too late in the 
season, begin tihe Tveury 1,850 Indies ol 
up-current navigation in shallow water. 
Indeed, those who attempted it 
probably get only as far as St. Michaels 
in the lower river this fall and must 
complete th« journey in enrly spring1— 
enrly, that is, for Alaska; bay, along in 
May and1 June. If the ice forms in the 
Vukon late this year and the journey of 
those who set out ds completed, it will 
occupy 35 or 40 days, or probably more. 


The best time to po into tbe interior 


of Alaska by the Jutrenu river is early 
spriiig, before tlie ieehas left the rher 
and lakes, or the snow has melted fro-m 
the pass, and ufber the worst of the 
winter is over. But the gold hunters 
who are now streaming- over the pass 
have no notion of %vaifiing"until spring. 
The summer method of traxel, after 
passing- Chilkat with the aid of the 
pack'horses, is to build or buy a clumsy. 
Hat-bottomed' battenu at the sawmill 
on the upper Lous river and row down 
the stream upon it, figihting ofi the 
fierce swanms of mosquitoes and avoid- 
ing 
1 constant danger from rough water 


on the inJand lokcs. where n stiff breeze 
can blow up whitecaps at ten -minutes' 
notice. Lake Linderm.nnn. Lake Ben- 
nett, Tag-ish .nnd'iMud lakes and 
1 partic- 


ularly Lake Laibarg-e are 
rioted for 


rough water. Diiring- the tost half of 
the journey the banks oif the rivers and 
lakes are low and monotonous and 
kn-ee-deep in mud during fheshorf sum- 
mer. 
Altogether, the tiij) by boat is ex- 


hausting and disagreeable, iictthe least 
of its disadvantages being that it lands 
the goldaeeker at last ufter floating 
down th« river from Port Selkirk to the 
mouth of the Klondylce in camp just 
at the beginning of the ten-months' 
wi n tcr.

A Recently Tiimcil ISoaKt Tlial Would 


Stand Any CUxirpc. 


One of the iirst things the maharaja 


did after our arrival waa to hand tc 
each g-ucst a slip of paper on which was 
written the name of the elephant al 
lottf d to him for shooling- purposes, 
vvhich bore on its back the structure 
known as a. "howdah," to carry tin 
shooter and his guns. As these ele- 
phants -\\Pre necessarily large, and tilt 
howdah is high, the oscillation wns 
much greater than if one were seated 
upon a plain pad1 upon the elephant's 
back, or on one of the 
smaller ele- 


phants, which have a smoother gait 
YTe usually, therefore, went to

cover, or jungle, upon one of the "beat- 
ing" or "pad," elephants, -which after 
ward during the operations of the daj 
were employed in a. long line to force 
the rhinoceroses arid other animals ou1 
of the dense thickets in which they 
live.

charge. 


About breakfast time each morning 


the elephant told oft for each guest was 
brought to the neighborhood of hi; 
tent, and the howdah placed upon, it 
resting upon a saddle corupoeed of twc 
cushions of strong Backing about sb 
feet by two, which rested In Uirn npoi 
a large cloth covering-the whole of the 
elephant's back. The 
howdahs 
foi 


shooting are lightly built of wood air 
eancwork, and contain two seats, and 
racks to hold six gvns or rifles, three on 
each side. All this is lashed on by 
ropes passing under 
1he elephant's 


neck, belly and tail. The; weight whicl- 
an elephant is able to carry upon its 
back exeeeds a ton; for short distance? 
they have been known to carry as mucli 
as 3.0CO pounds, but for long marches 
half a ton is considered the limit, ifa 
of the maharaja's elephants had fins 
tusks, but most tusks are cut at regulat 
intervals to prevent them from injur- 
ing one another. One or two of the 
fighting elephants, however, had point-

HAVE A BIQ TENT. 


Members of Ilie Trades and Labor Aucm- 


bly Provide Fnnda for the Expente 


—Do Not Give Up the Fight. 


The itrlklne miners from oat of the 


olty who have determined the; §ay to stay 
ID Deoatnr until the looal mines are closed 
down and all of the Decatnr man ue Idle 
have grown weary of laying out on the 
common on the Bain place In the eaet 
end of the olty a few blocks from the old 
aoal shaft. 
They want shelter and some 


of the men found places last night at the 
various rooma in the building In which 
the Dougherty ball la located. And while 
they were thus snoozing the members ct 
the Trades and Labor Assembly held a 
meeting and appointed a committee to 
provide the strikers with a big tent to.be 
erected on the Bain plaoo. The commit- 
tee went oat this morning and signed the 
contract for the tent, which will cost 
eight dollars a week. The members of 
the committee were E. R. Sonnanstlne, 
W. J. Gllkeson and K. A. Winter. The 
tent Is 40x60 feet In size and will afford 
shelter for a large body of men. 


It Is claimed by the strikers that there 


are 126 visiting miners In the olty. 
The 


police state that the number docs not ex 
oeed 80 and that they believe that many 
of the party ate not miners at all, bat are 
men who are strolling about the country, 
willing to stop anywhere pending the 
opening of the factories. 


Constable Oonard Is being criticized by 


the strikers because he resorted to a 
scheme to get them away from bis place. 
It Is stated thit he wan afraid that If they 
remained at bis place there would be dan- 
ger of a Sre. as most of the men were con 
stantly smoking pipes. 


The present plan of the strikers Is to get 


as many of the Deoatur miners as possible 
to join the union, and then wait the result 
of the Debs meeting at St. Louia en MOD 
day next. 


The Dooatar miners are at work today 


a« usual. There does not appear to be 
any disposition among the men to stop 
work.
